Apollo 12 astronauts on way home; to splashdown in two days 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston (UPI) - 
Leaving the “ unreal” world of the moon 
far behind, Apollo 12’s astronauts sail­ 
ed 
Yankee Clipper into the grasp of 
jarth’s gravity today and lined up their 
:ourse for a Pacific Ocean splashdown 
in two days. 
Charles “ Pete” Conrad, Richard F. 
Gordon and Alan L. Bean slept 
three 
lours late and then trimmed their tra­ 
jectory at 7:49 a.m. EST with a brief 
Durst from the command ship’s control 
rockets. 
“ We 
really sacked out last night, I 
guess,” Conrad said after Mission Con­ 
trol radioed 
up the tunes of “Second 
Time Around” to awaken the spacemen. 


“ We all had 12 hours of sleep last 
night, I think. I’ve lost track of time up 
here.” 


Today, the eighth 
day of the $350 
million 
expedition, 
was an easy one 
for the astronauts. They had earned it, 
and controllers told them Friday night 
to “ sleep in as long as you like.” They 
did. 


At 9:45 a.m. EST the Yankee Clipper 
was 
202,995 miles from Earth, trav­ 
elling at 2,082 miles per hour. 
As they coasted home, Conrad chat­ 
ted 
with ground controller Ed Gibson 
about the bolt of electricity that flashed 
up the side of the rocket and spacecraft 


moments after they lifted off the pad at 
Cape Kennedy eight days ago. 
Conrad said he and his compatriots 
were looking forward to seeing films 
of the crackling lightning. 


“ I guess we hold the record now as 
the world’s 
fastest 
lightning rod,” 
Conrad said. 
“ And the world’s 
tallest,” said Gib­ 
son. 


Gibson 
told Conrad space agency of­ 
ficials have given close study to future 
launches in bad' weather and have de­ 
cided that under identical 
conditions 
with a thunderstorm 
passing by they 
would not attempt it again. 
____ 


“ These three guys wouldn’t,” Conrad 
said. 
The astronauts 
reached the point in 
space at 5:53 
a.m. EST where the 
earth’s 
gravity 
exerts 
more influ­ 
ence on the spaceship than the moon’s. 
The earth was about 
202,000 
miles 
ahead at the time, with the moon 39,000 
m iles behind. 
The command ship, apparently scar­ 
red 
from 
what 
engineers now think 
was a freak double 
dose 
of lightning 
on launch, 
is scheduled to land 
400 
m iles southeast of American Samoa 
about 4 p.m. EST Monday. 
The aircraft 
c a rrier 
Hornet is 
standing by. Weathermen predicted sat­ 


isfactory conditions for the recovery of 
the three pilots, who carry 
80 to 90 
pounds of precious moon rocks and parts 
salvaged from a robot 
spacecraft that 
scouted Apollo 12’s 
moon landing site 
in 1967. 
The command ship Yankee Clipper 
broke out of lunar orbit 
Friday after­ 
noon with a two-minute 
blast from an 
engine Conrad called a “ real wonder.” 
Its pilots, all Navy commanders, then 
gave 
millions a television view of the 
fast-receding moon. 
“ The moon is just a white ball right 
out in the middle of a big black void 
and it doesn’t seem right either,” Con­ 
rad 
said. “ There just doesn’t seem to 


be any rhyme or reason why it is sit­ 
ting 
out there. All the time we were 
in lunar orbit we were discussing this 
thing — how unreal it looked.” 
“ It’s 
very, 
very 
unreal to be 
there,” Conrad said. “ It’s like a photo­ 
graph. It just doesn’t seem possible 
that we were there.” 


But he and Bean were, while Gordon 
circled 
overhead, and they 
excitedly 
chattered past bedtime Friday night re­ 
counting 
their 
32 hours on the lunar 
surface and their 1.5 miles of hiking 
among craters, dusty 
flatlands and 
strange 
mounds that appeared 
like 
little volcanoes. 
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Nixons 
next nominee 
may be like Haynsworth 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate, 
with little stomach for another fight, 
may get a new Supreme Court nominee 
just as southern and just as conserva­ 
tive as Clement F. 
Haynsworth Jr. 
President Nixon indicated he would 
seek that sort of man in a statement 
issued Friday after the Senate’s decisive 
55 to 45 vote against confirmation of 
Haynsworth. 
“The criteria I shall apply for this 
selection, as was the case with my nom­ 
ination of Judge Haynsworth, will be con­ 
sistent 
with 
my committments to the 
American people before my election as 
President a year ago,” said Nixon. 
During the 1968 campaign, Nixon said 
the 
men 
he nominated to the Supreme 
Court “would be strict constructionists 
who saw their duty as interpreting law and 
not making law . . . caretakers of the 
Constitution and servants of the people, 
not superlegislators with a free hand to 
impose their social and political view­ 
points upon the American people.” 
In Haynsworth, chief judge of the 4th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, Nixon 
evidently felt he had found a man to 
fit that description and the Senate’s re­ 
fusal to elevate him to the high court 
was something of a personal defeat for 
the President. 


But Nixon, saying the court “ needs 
men of his (Haynsworth’s) legal philo­ 
sophy to restore the proper balance to 
that great institution,’’appeareddeterm ­ 
ined to employ the same standards again 
when he submits a new nominee early 
in January. 
Assistant Senate Republican leader 
Robert P. Griffin, who joined the anti- 
Haynsworth forces several weeks ago, 
said he hoped Nixon would make his 
choice even sooner. 


Another conservative? “Absolutely,” 
said Griffin, of Michigan. 
And Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, Mont., who also voted against 
Haynsworth, said “ a Southerner would be 
fine.” 
But Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., the 
Senate’s oldest and most senior republi­ 
can, said the Haynsworth rejection meant 
the next 
man Nixon names to fill the 
seat vacated by Abe Fortas must not 
re present “ southernult aconse r v at is m . ” 
Aiken said Sen. John C. Stennis, D- 
Miss., had been mentioned for the nom­ 
ination and “probably would be almost 
approved by acclamation because he is a 
judge in every sense of the word.” 
Stennis, 68, however, appeared to be 
forbidden from the court by a Constitu­ 
tional provision that bars congressmen 
from voting to hike the pay of a gov­ 
ernment job, then filling it. Congress 
voted this year to raise the salary of 
Supreme Court Justices from $39,500 
to $60,000. 
Aiken was one of 26 Republicans and 
19 Democrats who voted for Haynsworth. 
Seventeen Republicans and38Democrats 
voted against him. 
Sens. Mike Gravel, Alaska, and Rob­ 
ert C. 
Byrd, W.Va., were the only 
northern Democrats to back Haynsworth. 
Three Republican leaders voted against 
their President’s choice—Griffin, Sen­ 
ate GOP leader Hugh D. Scott, Pa., and 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith, Maine. 
“ I deeply regret this action,” Nixon 
said of his first major congressional 
defeat, one that may dim ins ih his in­ 
fluence on Congress in future battles. 
“ I believe a majority of people in the 
nation regret it,” Nixon said a few min- 
utes after he discussed the bad news 
with the man he chose three months 
ago, without having met him.

week 28 miles south of Da Nang, in the 
Gue Son valley, an old guerrilla strong­ 
hold. 
The 15-minute fusillade of machine- 
gun and grenade fire killed five U.S. 
Americal Division troops and wounded 
seven before U.S. helicopter gunships 
drove the attackers away. 
Six guerrilla bodies were found, their 
first losses in this week’s ambushes. 
Just west of the ambush site, U.S. 
Marines uncovered a 10-ton North Viet­ 
namese arm s cache 
which their com­ 
mander called “the most significant 
weapons and munitions find we’ve made 
in more than a y ear.” 
It contained five* tons of rice, 100,- 
000 bullets, 3,263 grenades, 211 mor­ 
ta r rounds, 59 rifles and a flame throw­ 
er. 
“ It’s very apparent the enemy is in 
bad shape, very bad shape,” said Maj. 
Gen. Ormand Simpson, commander of the 
U.S. 1st Marine Division, citing Com­ 
m unists’ supply problems caused by such 
U.S. disciveries.

Texas escapees caught alive 


FLATON1A, Tex. (UPI)-Acondemned 
killer and two accused slayers who broke 
jail, murdered a fellow escapee and 
wounded a deputy sheriff, were captured 
without a fight today in muddy lowlands 
by a ring of Texas state police. 
Two women and a boy held hostage 
by the desperadoes were rescued un­ 
harm ed. 
“ They’ve got their hands up!” yell­ 
ed Capt. E. L. Oliver, of the Department 
of Public Safety in Houston, who di­ 
rected the capture at a construction 
site three miles west of Flatonia. 
“ We’ve got them!” he said. 
The trio of killers who vowed not to be 
taken alive surrendered to a ring of 
state and local police with guns at 
the ready. Helicopters circled overhead 
as the escapees gave up meekly. 


The escapees, who teamed with two 
sidekicks to break out of Galveston 
County Jail Friday, fought among them­ 
selves before dawn today. 
The three fugitives in flight —a youth 
condemned 
to die in the electric chair 


for killing his mother and an aunt, and 
two other men accused of m urder —pis­ 
tol whipped a fellow escapee then shot 
him between the eyes near Sugar Land, 
Tex. 
They then shot Galveston County Dep­ 
uty Sheriff Bob Williamson in the head 
and back and dumped him in a ditch 
along a roadway on top of Joseph Wil­ 
liam 
McMahon, 
18, 
the dead es­ 
capee. 
Williamson, who was taken later to a 
hospital in Richmond, Tex., in fair con­ 
dition, said he provoked 
an argument 
between the fugitives, according to Gal­ 
veston County Sheriff J. B. Kline. 
“ They apparently wanted to kill the 
boy hostage first,” Kline said. “ But Wil­ 
liamson told them, ‘Don’t kill him, kill 
m e.’ He then kicked one of the escapees 
and they got to fighting among them­ 
selves.” 
McMahon, of Galveston, escaped jail 
while being held under aburglary charge. 
The fugitives, armed with deer rifles 
and a shotgun, told Williamson before 
they left him for dead they they planned 


to “ hole up” during the day and travel 
at night. 
The Texas Department of Public Safe­ 
ty said a car matching the one driven 
by the fugitives drove into a service 
station at Schulenburg, 
Tex., at day­ 
break. 
A state police official said the three 
men and one woman inside bought $4 
worth of gas and $1 in potato chips. 
“ If that was the car, it raises the 
question of what happened to the other 
woman and the boy held as hostage,” 
the spokesman said. 
“ We’ve got every man we have in cen­ 
tral Texas out hunting,” the state police 
official 
said. “ The helicopters are 
searching from the air and we’ve got 
hundreds of men on the ground.” 
A fifth man who escaped with the 
group at Galveston Friday was captured 
five hours after the jailbreak. He was 
the only Negro of the escapees. 
Williamson told officers who took him 
to the hospital that the fugitives vowed 
not to be taken alive. He said they want­ 
ed “ to kill a cop.”

GOO wins temporary relief 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - Conserva­ 
tionists 
attempting to block the place­ 
ment of an offshore 
drilling rig in the 
Santa Barbara channel won a temporary 
standoff Friday when the giant platform 
tipped and sank into the ocean as it was 
being unloaded from a barge. 


A fleet of private boats were parti­ 
cipating in a so-called “ fish in” at the 
drilling site some six miles offshore. 
The Sun Oil Co. of Philadephia planned 
to erect the new 
offshore platform — 
the first since a gigantic 
blowout at 
another nearby platform 
coated miles 
of beaches with crude oil last January. 
Most of the conservationists 
are 
m em bers of a group called GOO—Get 
Oil Out — which was formed after the 
January blowout. They have kept at least 
one sm all boat stationed over the new 
site 
since Thursday in their efforts to 
block the platform, claiming right-of-way 
over other boats. 


When Sun’s derrick barge and anoth­ 
e r barge 
bearing the platform arrived 
at the site early Friday morning, work­ 
ers made no effort to dislodge the fish­ 
erm en. A Sun spokesman 
said any at­ 
tem pts to break the blockade, if neces­ 


sary, would be made in the courts, not 
at sea. 
During the unloading, 
the platform 
tipped completely upside down instead 
of floating on its side, and sank. How­ 
ever, 
Sun officials 
were confident 
the platform would be righted within a 
few days and put into place without dif­ 
ficulty. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. 
Supreme Court 
F riday agreed to rule Monday on a re­ 


quest by the conservationists 
that the 
erection of the 
platform and any other 
new oil drilling facilities in the channel 
be halted. 
Attorneys for Santa Barbara County 
and the American Civil Liberties Un­ 
ion 
Friday appealed to Justice William 
O. Douglas for an order to halt the plat­ 
form 's 
erection. He, in turn, referred 
the m atter to the full fourt for a ruling 
Monday. 
Man hurt in accident

“ They are 
extremely 
dangerous,” 
Galveston County Sheriff Capt. Joe M. 
Taylor said of the fugitives. “ They 
are armed and 
have vowed to shoot to 
kill.” 
The escapees broke into a farm house 
six m iles southeast of La Grange be­ 
fore dawn today. 
“ They stole a .12-gauge shotgun, two 
deer rifles and some food and tied up 
two 
fem ales,” said Walter Chernoski, 
Colorado 
County deputy sheriff at Co- 
lumbis, Tex. “ They then cut all the 
telephone lines but they didn’t hurt the 
two women”

Two GIs 
charged in 
massacre 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - ThdArmy, con­ 
ceding for the first time about 100 South 
Vietnamese villagers may have been 
m assacred last yearby American troops, 
has brought formal charges against two 
GIs and extended its investigation of 
the alleged slaying to 24 other men, 
Including 15 civilians. 
In its first official statement on the re­ 
ported killings, the Army acknowledged 
Friday Lt. William L. Calley, 26, of 
Miami, Fla. has been charged with 
“the premeditated m urder of approxi­ 
mately 100 Vietnamese civilians” and is 
being held at Ft. Benning, Ga. 
At the same time it disclosed S. Sgt. 
David Mitchell, 29, who served under 
C alley’s command and is now stationed at 
Ft. Hood, Tex., has been charged with 
intent to m urder. He is from St. Fran- 
cisville, La. 
The alleged m assacre, apparently in­ 
volving men, women and children, is 
said to have occurred March 16, 1968 at 
a hamlet in Quong Nai province. The 
Army did not identify the unit suspec­ 
ted of perpetrating the reported slaugh­ 
ter but it was rumored to be C Com­ 
pany, F irst Battalion, 20th Infantry regi­ 
ment of the 11th Brigade. 
In Saigon, the South Vietnamese de­ 
fense m inistry issued a statement today 
saying reports that U.S. troops m assa­ 
cred civilians in Song My village were 
“ totally untrue.” Defense Minister Ngu­ 
yen Van Vy said the statement concludes 
the South Vietnamese part of the inves­ 
tigation of the m assacre reports. 
The South Vietnamese statement said 
that 20 civilians were killed in the vil­ 
lage 318 m iles northeast of Saigon in 
U.S. artillery strikes during a battle in 
the area that March. 
Army General Counsel Robert E. Jor­ 
dan QI, elaborating on the statement at 
a news conference late Friday, said ag­ 
ents in the Army’s Criminal Investiga­ 
tions Division are questioning nine other 
servicem en and 15 ex-GIs about the al­ 
leged incident. He said another 75 per­ 
sons also have been interviewed in the 
case so far. 
The form er servicem en could face 
courts - m artial under the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice, Jordan said, ex­ 
plaining that obeying unlawful orders to 
commit m urder is “ no defense” under 
m ilitary law.

gone crazy, he’s going to kill 
u s.” She was bleeding from 
where her husband had pricked 
her with a knife and a broken 
bottle. 
She said her husband had 
suddenly

berserk, ap­ 
parently as the result of his 
daily use of barbiturates and 
amphetamines. 
Martin was still clutching his 
sobbing and frightened daugh­ 
ter, 11, as he died. The girl and

mother 
were 
taken 
to

cuts.

SAIGON

dism issed

American soldiers m assacred 
nearly 600 civilians at Song My 
village in March of 1968. 
The statem ent said that 20 
civilians had been killed in the 
village, but only because Viet 
Cong troops had forced them to 
stay in their homes during a 
U.S. artillery bombardment. 
Defense Minister Nguyen Van 
Vy 
said 
this concluded the 
South Vietnamese part of the 
investigation into the incident. 
U.S. officials are continuing 
their inquiry. 
According to the statem ent, 
U.S. Americal Division soldiers 
directed fire into Song My only 
when they met stiff resistance 
from 
“ an 
important 
enemy 
force.” 
“ This hamlet was organized 
by the Communists into a good 
combat 
hamlet 
with 
good 
communication and an under- 


ground system ,” it said. “ The 
population of the hamlet was 
forced by the Communists to 
stay in their places.” 
' The encounter resulted in 
12b enemy killed and also there 
were around 20 civilians killed 
during the fighting because of 
the artillery. 


“ Therefore, reports of news­ 
papers and of foreign press in 
the past days which said that 
there were 567 civilians killed 
were totally untrue.” 
The village 
chief for Song 
My, Col Ton That Khien, said 
earlier in the week that about 
300 persons died in the artillery 
and air strik es on March 19, 
1968. 


V illagers told UPI correspon­

David 
Lamb 
that

He 
said Haynsworth’s “ qualifica­ 
tions, 
abilities and integrity 
were unimpeachable.” 
“ I think it is regrettable that 
some senators who rejected 
this distinguished man were not 
able 
to 
rise 
above narrow 
political 
considerations,” he 
said. 
1 he governor suggested Nix­ 


on nominate a new man “who

ment. 


“ I’m talking about not only 
tuition, but all costs -pay them 
back after earnings s ta rt.” 


A m ajority of the regents 
agreed with the governor and 
asked UC President Charles J.

The phrase was painted on a 
sign roped across the back of 
the statue of an eagle which 
decorates the doorway to an 
abandoned 
cellblock

island. The building is one of 
many from which the Indians 
vow the government “will have 
to flush us out.” 
However, the government has 
shown no inclination to resort 
to such tactics. In fact, officials 
of the U.S. General Services 
A dm inistration have not indi­ 
cated yet just what they intend 
to do. 
A brief skirm ish took place in 
the bay Friday when a Coast 
Guard cutter tried to attach a 
tow line to a Chinese junk laden 
with Indian sym pathizers and 
provisions for the invaders, who 
took the island Thursday. 
Twice

guard 
boarded the junk and fastened 
a tow line to pull it away from 
the island. The sym pathizers 
promptly cut the tow lines but 
finally turned back when the 
cutter gave their junk a few 
nudges. 
The Indians are claiming the 
island as “ unusedfederal land” 
to which Indians have squat­ 
te r s ’ rights under an old treaty 
from Indian W ars.

on the land, 
abandoned as a 
federal prison in P 62. 
The Indians issued a procla­ 
mation asking the government 
to “ acknowledge the justice of 
our claim ” and give them the 
island

governm ent.” 
Richard Oakes, 27, a Mohawk 
from San Francisco, read the 
“ non - negotiable” 
demands, 
which also include a personal 
meeting with Interior Secretary 
W alter Hickel, whose depart­

park site. 
Oakes also demanded funds 
from the government to con­ 
struct the cultural center and 
an agreem ent not to Interfere 
with supply ships headed for 
the island.

Kunstler replied, “ go ahead, 
say the words. We’ve heard 
them before in this case.’ 
“ I won’t as long as there are 
ladies present,” Hale replied. 
The prosecution objected that 
the 
line of questioning was 
im m aterial. 
“ It 
is 
not 
im m aterial,” 
Kunstler 
answered. ‘ We’ve 
heard the prosecution parade 
out every obscenity that these 
defendants were supposed to 
have used, as if they were 
being tried for their language. 
We only wish to show that not

Lompoc students enjoy life at College of Idaho 


CALDWELL, 
Idaho - The 
sm all enrollment, a compact 
campus, a calm pace, knowing 
nearly everyone in your dorm, 
friendliness, the four seasons, 
and individual interest from 
your teachers are among the 
many reasons Lompoc students 
travel up to Idaho each year to 
attend the College of Idaho. 
Lompoc is the only town out­ 
side of Idaho which can boast 
a sizeable enrollment at the 
liberal a rts 
college 
with 18 
undergraduates and one gradu­ 
ate student now attending. 
C harles Short, now teaching 
in Half Moon Bay, was the first 
from Lompoc to attend the C of 
I, starting in 1055 and gradu­ 
ating in 1959. Since then, each 
year has found at least one 
Lompoc student at the C of I, 
and usually more, but the cur­ 
rent academic year m arks a 
record. 
Why do they come this dis­ 
tance (a 14 to 16 hour drive by 
car) when they might have chos­ 
en among California colleges 
closer to home? They are, in 
fact, attending a college that, 
with about 
1,000 enrollm ent, 
is half the size of Lompoc and 
C abrillo high schools. 
Their reasons for coming are 
as varied as their interests, 
but high on the list with most 
of them is that “ the teachers 
really care about you; they 
take a personal interest 
in 
you.” 
The 
college’s 
sm allness 
makes it possible for the pro­ 
fessors to know the students, for 
most classes average between 
15 and 20 students. Freshm en 
may not quite believe this at 
first, since the classes in re ­ 
quired subjects such as History 
of W estern Civilization may en­ 
roll 60 to 80 students. 
But as the student moves into 
classes in his m ajor field, he 
finds the classes sm aller. It 
isn’t unusual at the C of I to 
find classes with only six or 
eight students. 


As one Lompoc student put it: 
“ I don’t mind asking a question 
with only a few around me, but 
I probably won’t ask it in a 
class with 100 other students.” 
He added that all students, in­ 
cluding freshmen, are taught by 
professors with m aster or doc­ 
torate degrees. “ You don’t have 
to wait for the graduate pro­ 
gram to meet someone with a 
Ph.D. I think it’s an advantage 
to be able to take a freshman 
class from these knowledgeable 
people.” 


Individual interest in their 
students 
is 
expressed by the 
professors in many ways, stu­ 
dents say. It is shown by Coach 
Ed (Buzz) Bonaminio who help­ 
ed Bill Feeley, a junior, get a 
sum m er job with M orrison - 
Kndusen Co., 
a construction 
firm with headquarters in near­ 
by Boise, Ida. 


Feeley, who plays on both the 
football and basketball varsity 
team s, earned good money this 
past sum m er at Libby, Mont., 
with M-K’s 
dam construction 
on the Kootenai River. 
“ He’s really done a lot for 
m e,” Feeley said of his coach. 
To V alerie Kappler the caring 
came from the head of the art 
departm ent, 
Prof. Robert M. 
Peter, 
who 
encouraged 
her 
interest in 
art. Consequently 
she has changed her m ajor 
from business to art. 


“ People 
on 
this campus 
really care about you, so I 
feel like I belong h ere,” she 
said. These feelings caused her 
to return for her sophomore 
year. 
“ It's a definite advantage to 
be able to talk to teachers, 
in or out of c la ss,” said Mike 
Stroebel, a senior. “ I can go 
back to professors I've had in 
form er years and talk to them. 
They are still interested in 
my p ro g ress.”

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Guidelines for moral instruction 
are drafted by Presbyterian pastor

anyone can head a drive to 
teach morality in the California 
public 
schools what 
better 
choice than a six-foot-four All 
America linebacker? 
That is the task undertaken 
by the Rev. Donn Moomaw, 40, 
who gave up football for the 
ministry and is now pastor of 
the 
Bel 
Air 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
with 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan as a member of his 
congregation. 
The Rev. Moomaw heads a 
committee which has drawn up 
a draft of proposed guidelines 
for moral instruction in the 
public schools to be presented 
to the state board of education 
in December. He is also a 
member 
of 
the 
board 
of 
education 
appointed by Gov. 
Reagan. 
Never on Sunday 
He has plunged into the job 
with the same drive he showed 
at UCLA. He was a first draft 
choice of the Los Angeles Rams 
in 1952 but turned them down 
because he didn’t want to play 
on Sundays. He did play for a 
season—on Saturdays—with the 
Canadian Pro Football League. 
The handsome, black-haired 
minister, father of five, also 
shows the same realism essen­ 
tial to a linebacker and par­ 
ent. 
“ We are going to get it from 
all sides when we introduce 
these guidelines,” he said in an 
interview. “I have to admit we 
couldn’t reach agreement on a 
definition of morality. Whose 
morals? 
“ Morality is an individual 
thing. Perhaps the Golden Rule 
comes as close as anything. But 
when 
you 
start 
interjecting 
religion as a basis of morality 
you are on delicate grounds.” 
His 
view is that religion 
should not be taught in the 
public schools but that there is 
no reason why students should 
not be taught about religion. 
“A study of the history of the 
United States cannot be com­ 
plete without an analysis of the 
part that religion-all faiths— 
played,” he said. 
The project undertaken by his 
committee goes far beyond that 
area. It is summarized in one 
section of the proposed guide­ 
lines which reads: 
“The public schools do have 
an awesome duty to instill in 
each 
child 
respect 
for the 
dignity 
of every person, to 
foster in each a high regard for 
our American heritage and to 
encourage in each a devotion to 
the democratic ideal of a free, 
yet ordered society.” 
Job Tougher When Precise 
Moomaw concedes that is a 
big mouthful of generalities to 
chew upon and he is ready to 
talk in specifics. 
“ Young people today protest 
—and rightly so—that formal 
education is not relevant to 
actual life,” he said. “ There is 
more to education than facts. 
The man who is all content and 
no spirit is not an educated 
man.”

He suggested that a teacher 
in current events might get into 
the subject of Angela Davis, the 
black philosophy professor who 
recently was fired because she 
is an admitted Communist, and 
then reinstated by court order. 
A classroom 
discussion of 
racism 
would 
certainly 
be 
appropriate, Moomaw said. He 
feels that one of the problems 
of Negroes and other minority 
groups is that they do not have 
the right heroes to look up to. 
There 
are 
heroes 
in their 
groups and they should be part 
of the study curriculum, he 
said. 
As a Reagan appointment to 
the board of education Moomaw 
was asked whether his project 
under such auspices might not 
be subject to instictive antago­ 
nism from liberal elements in 
the academic world to whom 
Reagan may be a household 
word but not an encouraging 
word. 
“There are a lot of things in 
this draft that the Governor is 
not going to like,” Moomaw 
said. “There are a lot of things 
the left wing is not going to 
like. We can’t please every­ 
body. In fact we probably can’t 
please anybody. But I do know 
that teachers and young people 
do want guidance.” 
The ultimate responsibility 
for 
implementation 
is, 
of 
course, going to come down to 


the 
individual 
teachers, 
he 
added. 
Many Morality Classes 
“They are not going to say, 
all right students, this is the 
period for the class in morality. 
They 
are going to have to 
introduce it in all sorts of 
classes. 


“ The teacher’s kindness, the 
example he sets as a responsi­ 
ble 
adult, 
the 
use 
of fair 
standards 
for evaluating all 
students, the administration of 
calm and even-handed disci­ 
pline, honesty and objectivity in 
presenting subject matter, the 
rejection of cheating, are all 
more 
eloquent 
lessons 
in 
morality than oral or written 
exercises on that theme.” 
The draft report has steered 
away from opinions on such 
controversial subjects as pills 
and marijuana pre-marital sex, 
dress codes and draft evasion. 
“ Not that they are to be 
evaded 
but our job was to 
suggest guidelines for approach 
and 
discussion, 
not 
to 
set 
standards of behavior, Moomaw 
said. 


Does he feel young people are 
more or less moralistic than 
they were a few years ago? 
“ Well, again, it’s a question 
of 
what 
is 
morality?” 
he 
answered. 
“ If you mean the ability to 
distinguish between right and 
wrong 
and to protest about 
what is wrong, I think they are 
more 
moral. 
If 
you 
are 
comparing their behavior with 
what was perhaps something of 
a Victorian code of conduct a 
few years ago, they are less 
moral.

Clamor over the handling of 
the war in Vietnam has been so 
pervading that churchmen may 
have been distracted from some 
exciting developments in areas 
of social concern. The 
Nixon 
administration may not be pop­ 
ular with the universities and 
the 
denominational headquar­ 
ters but two recent proposals 
deserve very high points and 
broad support. 
The first is prison reform. 
The President’s request that the 
attorney general and the Jus­ 
tice Department start a 10- 
year program to reform the fed­ 
eral prison system was nearly 
drowned out during the dem­ 
onstrations for and against the 
Vietnam conflict. His message 
was precise and direct: The pri­ 
sons in America are not provid­ 
ing correction and rehabilita­ 
tion. Just the opposite. People 
who are in prison are more apt 
to return. Young men in prison 
have the highest return rate of 
ail and the population of our 
correctional institutions is gett­ 
ing younger every day.In New 
Jersey, 
for instance, half of 
those serving time are under 21. 
The President’s request coin­ 
cided with the report of the Joint 
Commission 
on Correctional 
Manpower and Training. Histor­ 
ically, the public has yawned in 
the face of prison reform. Lock 
them up and throw away the key. 
Yet crime increases and human 
lives are crushed in a system 
that 
prolongs 
anger, ten­ 
sion, hate and violence. 
Our federal institutions hold 
about 20,000 inmates. Nearly 
250,000 are 
in 
our 
state 
and county jails. Like all syst­ 
ems, reform lias to start at the 
top and the money has to come 
from the Congress if meaning-

Shaw duels

“ He has to be one of the very

Aztecs

Coryell said of Ramsey. “ He’s 
big and strong and has the 
quickest arm of any college 
quarterback I’ve ever seen.” 
Ramsey primarily is a drop- 
back quarterback but some­ 
times will roll out behind a 
tackle.

Offense making life 
complex for defense 


NEW YORK—(N EA )—It’s 
no secret that pro defenses 
have become extremely com ­ 
plex in the last decade or so, 
but the pendulum is starting 
to swing the other way. Pro 
offenses, in case you haven’t 
noticed, are becoming just as 
complex as any of the de­ 
fenses. 
R e m e m b e r back in the 
1950s when a quarterback 
had to worry only about two 
types of pass defenses—the 
man-to-man and the zone? 
Now he has to worry about 
seven or eight different types 
of pass d e f e n s e s , all with 
variations. Nothing in pro 
football has c h a n g e d as 
much in the last 10 years as 
defenses, but now it’s the 
offenses’ turn. 
In the last three years, all 
the pro clubs have revamped 
t h e i r offensive formations 
with one thought in mind; to 
confuse those complex de­ 
fenses as much as possible. 
The D allas Cowboys started 
it all and now everybody is 
using 
multiple 
formations, 
with variations, and. if you 
will pardon the pun. there’s 
no end in sight. 
A few years ago. almost 
all the offensive formations 
were pretty basic. Two half­ 
backs and a fullback would 
line UP behind the quarter­ 
back and the ends would 
split wide. Now we’ve got 
things like the triple-offense, 
the “ trips offense” we call 
it. which puts one halfback 
in the slot near the tight end 
and the flanker back. All 
three are positioned on the 
line of scrim m age. 
The purpose of all this re­ 
designing is to give the de­ 
fense a lot more to think 
about and i n c r e a s e the 
chance of error—and we’re 
s u c c e e d i n g . To prove it. 
we’re now forcing defenses 
to call audibles at the Hne of 
scrim m age, which was un­ 
heard of just a few seasons 
ago. If things keep going the 


way they are, defensive hud­ 
dles 
just 
m ay 
become 
a 
thing of the past. 
Right now. I’d have to say 
the D allas Cowboys and the 
K ansas City Chiefs have the 
most complex offensive for­ 
mations in pro football. Tom 
Landry was the first coach 
to experiment with offensive 
formations and Hank Stram 
of K ansas City was right be­ 
hind him. A lot has been said 
about the Baltim ore Colts’ 
defense, but Don Shula’s of­ 
fense is far from basic. In 
fact, I’d rate the Colts’ of­ 
fense right behind D allas’ as 
the most complex in the N a­ 
tional Football League. 
Another p r o d u c t of the 
transition period is the I-for- 
mation. The pros weren’t too 
high on it at first, but now I 
see a lot of clubs using it. 
Buffalo, for exam ple, has in­ 
stalled the “ I” and O. J. 
Simpson had his best day as 
a pro off of it. 1 think, in the 
next few years, a lot of clubs 
will be operating out of the 
“ I” or, if you can visualize 
such a thing, a variation of 
it. 
All these formations are 
Jutting the pressure square- 
y on the defense. The defen­ 
sive players are going to 
have to do a lot more think­ 
ing, a lot quicker reacting 
and, s u r e l y , a lot more 
studying. Eventually, I fig­ 
ure the complex offenses will 
put pro football right back 
where it was a decade ago— 
when offenses were capable 
of dictating the type of de­ 
fense they would be facing. 
The only successful meth­ 
od the defense has of coun­ 
teracting complex defenses is 
the old reliable rush by the 
front four. Any strong and 
quick front four can neutral­ 
ize the most complex of of­ 
fensive system s. Take the 
Minnesota Vikings, for ex­ 
am ple. or the Los Angeles 
Ram s. Both have front fours 
that are so big and strong 
and q u i c k , they can get 


through to the quarterback 
and take the pressure off the 
secondary.

West Germany Faces 
Winter of Discontent

DÜSSELDORF, West Ger­ 
many—(NEA)—This is the 
winter of West G erm any’s 
discontent. 
On paper, West Germany 
never had it so good. Soar­ 
ing production figures, huge 
e x p o r t o r d e r s , Europe’s 
most stable currency—these 
are some of the fruits of the 
so-called economic miracle. 
So are the Volkswagens and 
color television sets which 
the average w orker enjoys. 
H o w e v e r , alongside the 
boom, this c o u n t r y faces 
coal shortages, power fail­ 
ures and wildcat strikes this 
winter. 
Millions of G erm ans will 
shiver with cold and grope 
their way around in the dark 
during the w inter months, 
due to a million-ton coal 
shortage. Their trains may 
not run on tim e, or their 
mail m ay not be delivered 
because of lightning strikes 
by disgruntled public service 
employes. 
Government officials, em ­ 
ployers and trade unions all 
are to blam e for the present 
muddle and confusion. 


Take the coal shortage, for 
exam ple. In the absence of a 
coherent energy policy, the 
federal governm ent has al­ 
lowed 78 coal m ines, produc­ 
ing 53 million tons of coal an­ 
nually. to be closed down 
during the past 10 years. Coke 
ovens were dism antled and 
285.000 coal 
m iners, 
over 
half the total labor force, 
were dispersed to other in­ 
dustries due to government 
shortsightedness. 


As a result, not only will 
households s h i v e r without 
coal 
this winter, 
but the 
steel plants of the Ruhr are 
faced with the prospect of 
working 
at 
half capacity. 
Meanwhile, coal prices have 
risen by 10 to 19 per cent.

Up to now, West Germ any 
has had fewer work stop­ 
pages than any country in 
western Europe. The G er­ 
man Labor Federation has 
kept a tight rein on its 6.5 
million m em bers, who are 
organized into 16 industrial 
unions. 
Strike 
action 
has 
been avoided by prom ptly 
referring disputes to arb i­ 
tration courts. But now all of 
this has changed. 
E arly in S e p t e m b e r , a 
wave of w i l d c a t strikes 
spread through heavy indus­ 
try .’ It began in the steel 
plants of North Rhine-West- 
phalia, w h e r e w o r k e r s 
downed tools without con- 
s u i t i n g their union 
and 
prom ptly won an 11 per cent 
wage increase. 
The wildcats then spread 
to 370,000 coal m iners in the 
Ruhr and Saar regions, who 
likewise won a pay increase. 
Currently, 1.2 million rail­ 
way, postal and public serv­ 
ice workers are dem anding 
renegotiation of wage agree­ 
m ents that are not due to ex­ 
pire for a year. 
(Present 
contracts were negotiated in 
the trough of the 1966-67 re ­ 
cession, when unions were 
more worried about job se­ 
curity than pay, they point 
out.) 
Over drinks at the Düssel­ 
dorf Yacht Club, a bewil­ 
dered 
steel 
executive 
ex­ 
plained his dilem m a: “ To­ 
day a delegation of w orkers 
m arched into my office and 
d e m a n d e d that the com ­ 
pany’s C hristm as bonus be 
d o u b l e d—they a c t u a l l y 
pounded their fists on my 
desk. Such a thing has never 
happened to me before. Al­ 
ways I have dealt with the 


union leadeis, who are gen­ 
tlem en.’’ 
The steel executive’s com ­ 
plaint echoes the fears of 
many G e r m a n employers 
that union leaders are now 
out of touch with their rank- 
and-fi 1 e m e m b e r s . The 
closed shop is unknown in 
West Germ any, hence there 
is no shop steward system , 
nor indeed any direct contact 
between the leadership and 
the men on the plant floor. 
G erm an reliance on volun­ 
tary agreem ent and deep 
distrust of government inter­ 
vention of any sort has led 
to near anarchy in some sit­ 
uations. Nowhere has this 
been m ore apparent than in 
the coal industry, where, in 
the absence of a fuel policy, 
owners have been closing 
down uneconomic pits right 
and left without regard for 
national need. 
This 
situation 
has 
now 
been rem edied som ewhat by 
the creation in July of a 
Ruhr Coal Consortium with 
h e a d q u a r t e r s in Essen. 
Twenty-nine mine o w n e r s , 
representing 95 per cent of 
the industry, have agreed to 
pool their resources for the 
purposes of production plan­ 
ning, m arketing, labor re­ 
cruitm ent 
and 
rationaliza­ 
tion. A union represenative 
will be nam ed to their five- 
m an board. 
While a consortium can 
plan production and allocate 
m anpower, it cannot mine 
coal. In the absence of an­ 
thracite, a large part of West 
G erm any’s population will 
be w earing overcoats as they 
huddle around their color 
television sets this winter.

Stung on Stone

Take these facts: 
• Less 
than 
two 
years 
ago. 
a 
69.42-c a r a t 'pear- 
shaped diamond was sold by 
jew eler H arry Winston for 
$550,000. 
• Less than a month ago 
that sam e diamond brought 
$1,050,000 at auction when 
C artier Jew elers purchased 
it at Parke-Bernet G alleries. 
• Im m ediately after, C ar­ 
tier resold the gem to Rich­ 
ard Burton as a bauble for 
Elizabeth Taylor. The price 
was undisclosed, but a jew ­ 
elry expert figures it to have 
been $1,100,000. 


Why? What caused the tre­ 
mendous increase in value in 
an adm ittedly beautiful gem, 
but 
one 
of several 
such 
stones in existence? 
It’s a question that can ’t 
be 
answered. 
As 
Winston 
said, “ There is a m ystery 
som ewhere and poor Richard 
Burton is the victim .” 
Winston, who bought the 
240-carat r o u g h diamond 
from De Beers in 1966 and 
spent nearly eight months 
cutting it, had his own bid in 
at the auction. But it was 
m uch lower than the winner. 
“I ’m 
not 
going 
to 
pay 
twice what it is w orth,” he 
said. 


Winston, who sells gems to 
what royalty is left in the 
world as well as the untitled 
rich, says he has only once 
sold a stone for over $1 m il­ 
lion. That went to Greek 
shipping owner Stavres Ni- 
archos. It was 420 carats in 
the rough and yielded three 
perfect stones, a 128-carat 
pear-shaped stone known as 
the Niacnos Diamond, a 45-

ca rat em erald-cut stone and 
a 27-carat m arquis cut. 
“ T here’s a story behind 
the C artier Diamond that 
w e’ll never know.” he says. 
‘ But a dealer just doesn’t 
pay $1,500 a carat, Possibly 
they were buying it for som e­ 
one who then welched. That 
happened to me 
once. A 
woman called me, a good 
custom er, and asked 
how 
high I was planning to bid 
for a certain stone at auc­ 
tion. When I told her, she 
asked if I would bid 15 to 20 
per cent higher 
and 
she 
would pay me a five per cent 
commission. 
“ I got the stone and when 
she cam e to see it she said 
she didn’t like it as m uch as 
she had at the auction house.

These scores of thousands, most of them young, flocked to 
Washington in order to display their numbers, their solidari­ 
ty, their sincerity and their demand for an immediate end to 
the war — or an immediate and unmistakable beginning of the 
end. 
As did the children of medieval Europe, who streamed from 
their villages to rescue the Holy Land, the Washington marchers 
came from all parts of the country fired with the conviction 
that the very righteousness of their cause, the very fact of 
their massing together at the seat of power, would be enough to 
make the infidel fall, or at least tremble. 
Duped and misled, the child crusaders were sold off into 
slavery before they reached the Holy Land. The crusaders 
against the Vietnam war must sooner or later face the cruel 
reality that no matter how righteous or how much in the right 
they think they are, their Holy Land is still a distant vision. 
Weary as all Americans are of the war, there is as yet no 
indication that the vast majority of them do not still put their 
faith in the President and his- pledge of gradual extrication 
from the morass of Vietnam. Nor is there any indication that 
the Washington rally, impressive as it was, has changed this 
situation in the slightest. 
There is no consolation in this, either for the President or 
the “ silent majority” he believes supports him. For unlike 
the child crusaders, the peace marchers are not going to dis­ 
appear into history. The active peace movement, shot through 
with factions and marred by the antics of “ crazies” as it is, 


must inevitably grow in strength the longer the war continues. 
And what it 
lacks in numbers or coherence, it makes up for 
in intensity. 
It 
has been remarked that most of those who descended 
on Washington were young, but older Americans forget how 
young. 
The peace marchers, whose counterparts exist in the mil­ 
lions 
across America, have lived their most formative years 
in the shadow of the Vietnam war — a war which has always 
been, it seems, a war which their elders can neither be en­ 
thusiastic about nor even defend convincingly, yet a war that 
goes on and on nevertheless. 
Not having experienced the early years of the cold war fol­ 
lowing World War II — during which basic U.S. policy toward 
world communism was forged by harsh reality —the young see 
the Vietnam war, a natural consequence of that policy, as 
nothing but an insanity and an immorality which they are called 
upon to support with their brains and blood even while many 
of them are denied because of age the right to participate in 
the selection of those who control their lives. 
The very fact that they stand as a minority outside the na­ 
tion’s political processes increases their zeal, for there is 
ample evidence in the short span of history they have known 
personally to convince them that it is not by the slow, order­ 
ly processes of persuasion and parliamentary procedure that 
the wrongs of the world are righted but through direct confron­ 
tation, the demonstration, the riot, the nonnegotiable demand. 
A question which those who took part in the Washington march 
and those who sympathize with them must now ask themselves 
is this: “What now? The great march on Washington has changed 
nothing really. What now?” 
The answer, whether it comes in the form of widespread 
disillusionment with and passive rejection of the American 
system or a turn to more and more violent tactics, could be 
fraught with dire consequences for the future of the Republic.

Agnews spade 


When Vice-President Spiro Agnew call­ 
ed a spade a spade about the TV net­ 
works’ news he may not have spoken 
like a Madison Avenue smoothie. But he 
said what has long been on the minds of 
countless millions. 
President Johnson himself once stat­ 
ed (correctly ) that he’d read how a TV 
crew had provided picket signs to student 
racial demonstrators “ to liven and dram­ 
atize their protest.” Mr. Johnson further 
remarked that “ such a TV scene might 
easily involve only 20 or 200 out of a 
20,000 - student body.” But who would 
know it? 
Immense news stories can be boiling 
throughout the world, but if the net­ 
works can find Negroes fighting any place 
in our streets you can bet your bottom 
dollarette that the TV cameras will be 
there. They’ll concentrate on police­ 
men swinging clubs. You know the cam­ 
era fade-out even before you see it. 
You’ll see bleeding Negroes being dragg­ 
ed away. 
Anybody — liter­ 
ally anybody— 6ome 
anonymous 
fanatic 
who is certainly no* 
newsworthy at all— 
can achieve a nation­ 
wide TV news spot if 
he 
is blasting the 
United States, a un­ 
iversity or the for­ 
ces of law and order. 
Why? 
In addition, 
why 
does TV pitch at our 
public so much vio­ 
lence in general, es­ 
pecially to our children? TV is the third 
parent in our homes. Millions of impres­ 
sionable children spend more time at 
the feet of 
this third parent— TV— 
than they do in school. And FBI Direct­ 
or J. Edgar Hoover and the police chiefs 
of our major cities are absolutely unan­ 
imous in testifying that TV feeds the 
enormous increase in juvenile crim es 
and violence. 
The Federal Communications Com­ 
mission, finds that the networks are so 
overdoing the commercials that the av­ 
erage American is now hit by 10,000 TV 
commercials a year. The average late 
movie injects one minute of commer­ 
cials or network plugs into every four 
minutes of film. 
As a result of ail this, I find that the 
FCC 
is now 
receiving about 5,000 
complaints a month from the viewing pub­ 
lic about the slanted TV reporting, the 
vulgarity, the violence, the insatiate 
commericals and the network’s Nean­ 
derthal standards in general. 
The top moguls of NBC, CBS and 
ABC have been called before Congress­ 
ional committees again and again. But 
the disgusted public always encounters 
a mysterious stone wall. They pass the 
buck from hand to hand like the stick 
in a relay race. All the public gets from 
the moguls is rhetoric and the scrape- 
goat firing of some network underling 
instead of the demanded reforms. Then 
the networks go m errily on with the slant­ 
ed news, vulgarity, violence— as before. 
As a matter of fact, on September 21, 
1968, the House enacted a measure called 
the Mundt-Daniels bill, creating a Presi­ 
dential 
Commission 
on Obscenity 
and Pornography, passed by the Senate 
the previous day. It calls for a report to 
the President and Congress by January 
1, 1970. But again, the networks moguls 
seem to be slipping nicely off the hook. 
Thev’re the ones who are really the 
untouchables. 
Mr. Agnew had the courage to sound 
off, but he’s bound to be as lonely as a 
polar bear in Texas on the subject of 
slanted TV news or anything having to do 
with the networks. 
First, there are representatives and 
senators in shocking numbers who them­ 
selves own, partly own or get fees from 
TV-radio stations. These politicians with 


a vested interest play the game of “ you 
scratch my back, I’ll scratch yours” with 
the network moguls. And the scale and 
character of these interwove, inside tie- 
ups has never been properly exposed. 
Second, Washington 
is 
loaded with 
other politicians who have no direct 
vested interest but play the network’s 
game. They court the TV moguls’ favor 
to get favorable image-making uses of 
TV, invitations to appear on programs, 
etc. They would as soon 
eat a tiger’s 
paw as blow the whistle on the networks. 


Third, the networks’ powerful and lush 
Washington lobbies are in there pitching 
too, and how! 
In fact, the whole thing 
stinks of greed and money. 
The networks are getting the great­ 
est hidden assists and the biggest free 
ride on public property (the airways) 
in the history of the United States and 
if the true situation is ever broken wide 
open what Mr. Agnew said will be like a 
gentle little zephyr to a whirlwind.

Stirs revolt 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.(NEA) 
Red China’s continuing attacks on Rus­ 
sia’s nationalities policy focuses new 
attention on the key role of ethnic 
groups in the escalating conflict between 
Moscow and Peking. 
Mao Tse-tung’s exploitation of the 
e t h n i c problem 
comes at a time when 
mounting 
evidence 
from other quarters 
suggests that this is 
increasingly an area 
of extreme delicacy 
for the Kremlin’s un­ 
easy rulers. 
They are discov­ 
ering belatedly that 
man’s desire to be 
independent 
is 
a 
more powerful force in the world today 
than communism or capitalism. Whether 
in Czechoslovakia, the Soviet Ukraine 
or the “ socialist republics” of Central 
Asia, nationhood, like personal freedom, 
is an absolute value that cannot be 
“ abolished” by terror and suppression. 
It is merely driven underground. 
It was, in fact, Leon Trotsky, one 
of the leaders of the Communist re v o lt 
tion, who first warned that Moscow’s 
Central Asian satellites were Russia’s 
soft and vulnerable underbelly. He re o 
ognized this in Alma-Ata, capital of 
Soviet Kazakhstan bordering on China, 
where he lived in internment before 
his exile from Russia by Stalin in 1927. 
Trotsky was murdered by one of Sta­ 
lin’s agents in 1940, but his ominous 
prophecy has become a reality to plague 
the Kremlin. 
Ironically, it is the Chinese Com­ 
munists who are today wielding the na­ 
tionalist weapon in an attempt to cut off 
the Russians from the non-Russian eth­ 
nic groups in the Soviet Union. 
Though Mao also claims to be a Mar- 
xist-Leninist internationalist, he fans 
the flames of nationalist hatred and re ­ 
volt in Russian-dominated Central Asia. 
He castigates the Kremlin rulers as 
“ new czars.” Each day Peking’s mass 
media spread charges about arrests and 
executions by the Soviet KGB, concen­ 
tration camps and other forms ofnaiion- 
alities* oppression. 
“ The struggle of the oppressed n ^ 
tionalities 
against 
the Kremlin’s new 
czars is a reflection of the deepening 
political 
and 
economic 
crisis that 
plagues the Soviet Union,” said a r ^ 
cent editorial in Peking’s People’s Dai­ 
ly. 
“ The new Soviet czars are resorting 
to counter - revolutionary dual tactics — 
barbarous persecution and suppression 
on the one hand and despicable lying and 
deception on the other.” 
There is no doubt that Peking's prop­ 
aganda is potentially dangerous for Mos­ 
cow, sincen the Chinese claim Russian 
territories in the Far East inhabited by 
nationalities whose sympathies may be 
swayed by clever antUSoviet propagan- 
da. 
The Russians themselves never m iss 


an opportunity to exploit to their ad­ 
vantage ethnic or minority unrest in the 
United States and elsewhere by pos­ 
ing as the champions of the oppressed. 
But in Mao’s view they are merely 
ruthless imperialists as bad, if not 
worse, than the United States. 
The Soviet Union is a country of 
some 100 nationalities. The next Soviet 
census slated for January, 1970, may well 
show that ethnic groups outnumber the 
dominant Russians. 


The demographic shift arises from 
the fact that the birth rate of the non- 
Russians, especially the peoples of Cei* 
tral Asia and the Caucasus, greatly ex­ 
ceeds the birth rate of ethnic Russians. 
Thus, in the context of widespread 
demands for self-determination being 
made today, it does not seem surpris­ 
ing that the nationalities of the Soviet 
Union, especially in the Ukraine, the 
Baltic states and Central Asia, contin­ 
ue to show signs of dissatisfaction with 
their national enslavement 


Lenin once described Czarist Runsia 
as “ a prison of peoples.” Now the Red 
Chinese, in an effort to stir revolt 
against the Kremlin rulers, are ex- 
plotting 
Lenin's 
statement to castW 
gate the new Red czars.

The custom of setting aside 
a day of offering thanks to a 
^ deity has been traced back to 
^ antiquity and throughout history 
many such observances have 
been recorded in various parts 
of the world. The American 
Thanksgiving had its inspira­ 
tion in the proclamation issued 
by Governor William Bradford 
of Plymouth Colony in the aut­ 
umn of 1621. The colonists init­ 
iated 
the observance, which 
gradually gained 
popular ac­ 
ceptance 
throughout 
New 
England. 


Credit for the institution of 
a national Thanksgiving Day has 
been given to Sarah J.B. Hale, 
who as editor of the Ladies’ 
Magazine (from 1828) and later 
of Godey's Lady’s Book, cam­ 
paigned tirelessly for a nation­ 
wide observance. Her editorials 
and letters to governors urging 
the adoption of the last Thurs­ 
day in November for his pur­ 
pose had borne fruit in 30 
states by 1859. Finally, on Oct. 
3, 1863, President Lincoln is­ 
sued the first national pro­ 
clamation fixing 
the 
last 
Thursday in November “ as a 
day of thanksgiving and praise 
to our beneficent Father.“ 


Mainly religious in charac-,. 
;ter, the day has from the start 
been marked by church services 
and family gatherings for the 
traditional dinner, highlighted^] 
by roast turkey and pumpkin 
pie. In New York and other 
Eastern cities, the custom dev­ 
eloped of children parading' 
through the streets in fanciful 
costumes and masks, solicit­ 
ing money or fruits and veget­ 
ables. In 1939, President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt proclaimed 
Nov. 23 (the fourth but not the 
last Thursday) as Thanksgiving 
Day, and for the next two years, 
he also chose the next to last 
(third) Thursday. Late in 1941, 
Congress adopted a joint resol­ 
ution setting the date on the 
fourth Thursday. 
In Canada, Thanksgiving Day 
was first observed by proclam­ 
ation on Nov. 6, 1879 and sub­ 
sequently earlier and later 
dates were used. Following 
World War I the holiday was 
combined with Armistice Day— 
both being celebrated on the 
Monday of the week in which 
November 11 occurred. Today, 
however, Thanksgiving Day is 
observed on the second Mon­ 
day in October, by annual pro­ 
clamation. 


Beethoven Turns Bonn On

BONN, W. G e r m a n y — 
(NEA)—Beethoven madness 
has seized this city, birth­ 
place of the famous com- 
E 
oser, as it prepares to cele- 
rate the 200th anniversary 
of Beethoven’s birth starting 
early next year. 
Although the International 
Beethoven Festival to mark 
the occasion is still months 
off, the composer’s grim, 
s q u a r e - j a w e d 
features 
glower at one from posters 
p l a s t e r e d everywhere in 
Bonn. 
You can buy a replica of 
Beethoven’s death mask in 
bronze, or perhaps you pre­ 
fer something less durable, 
such as a bust of Ludwig 
von B. made of chocolate or 
marzipan. These latter are 
cn sale in souvenir shops, as 
are Beethoven m u g s , tea 
towels and T-shirts. 
Meanwhile, the f o u n d a ­ 
tions of the house in which 


Beethoven was born have 
been reinforced in anticipa­ 
tion of the t h o u s a n d s of 
s i g h t s e e r s who will be 
tramping through its rooms 
all during the next year. 
There is much to see there, 
from the clavicord on which 
Beethoven composed to the 
giant ear trumpet he used 
when d e a f n e s s had over­ 
taken him. 
Next to government (Bonn 
is the capital of the German 
Federal Republic), Beetho­ 
ven is, in fact, this city’s 
main i n d u s t r y . The first 
Beethoven festival was held 
here in 1845 in a hall that 
was thrown together in 11 
days and torn down again 
soon afterwards as a major 
fire hazard. 
The Franco-Prussian war 
of 1870 meant that the cen­ 
tenary of Beethoven’s birth 
had to be celebrated a year 
late, but the festival m ark­ 
ing the 100th anniversary of 
his death went off right on 
time in 1927. 
D u r i n g World War II, 


B e e t h o v e n Hall was de­ 
stroyed by bombing, but it 
has been r e p l a c e d by a 
splendid new building seat­ 
ing 1,400 and completed in 
1959 at a cost of $3 million. 
Bonn, however, does not 
enjoy a m o n o p o l y of the 
Beethoven' business. There 
is, for example, V i e n n a , 
where the composer spent 
the greater part of his life, 
and here he died. 


This year, with an audac­ 
ity worthy of P. T. Barnum, 
Bonn has stolen a march on 
its Austrian rival by engag­ 
ing the Vienna Philharmonic 
orchestra to come here and 
to conduct Beethoven’s Pas­ 
torale symphony. The Vien­ 
nese are playing it cool as 
to what plans, if any, they 
have for revenge. 
There will be three differ­ 
ent cycles of Beethoven con­ 
certs held here in May, Sep­ 
tember and December of 
1970, featuring such world- 
f a m o u s orchestras as the 
B e r l i n Philharmonic, the 


Concertgebow orchestra of 
Amsterdam and the New 
Philharmonia of London, in 
addition to the Vienna Phil­ 
harmonic. 
Artists e n g a g e d for the 
festival read like a who’s 
who of music, and include 
c o n d u c t o r s Herbert von 
Karajan, Otto 
Klemperer, 
and Karl Bohm ; p i a n i s t s 
Wilhelm Kempf, Claudio Ar­ 
rau and Geza Anda; violinist 
Wolfgang Schneiderhan, and 
1 i e d e r singer D i e t r i c h 
Fischer-Dieskau. In addition, 
Beethoven’s opera “Fidelio” 
will be performed here with 
an all-star cast. 
M e a n w h i l e , the $2,500 
B e e t h o v e n prize offered 
biennially by the city of 
Bonn for the best original 
composition has attracted a 
record number of entrants 
this year. No fewer than 108 
composers have submitted 
180 compositions, r a n g i n g 
from string q u a r t e t s to 
operas, b a l l e t s and sym­ 
phonies. 
The competition is open to 


all nationalities, and this 
year’s e n t r a n t s include 
Americans, as well as four 
Japanese composers. In 1963 
the Beethoven prize was won 
K 
a Yugoslav, in 1967 by a 
ingarian whose composi­ 
tion made such impossible 
demands on orchestra and 
soloists that it could not be 
performed here. 
The Beethoven bicentenary 
is being observed in a big 
way elsewhere in West Ger­ 
many. In what is almost cer­ 
tainly the biggest project in 
recording history, Deutsche 
Grammophon is bringing out 
a complete edition of Beetho­ 
ven’s works in 75 long-play­ 
ing discs packaged in 12 al­ 
bums. These will contain 
every significant note Beetho­ 
ven ever wrote, including 
such rarities as “ Welling­ 
ton’s Victory” and a number 
of military marches. 
All in all, 1970 promises to 
be a bumper B e e t h o v e n 
year, if the festival organiz­ 
ers don’t suffer n e r v o u s 
breakdowns beforehand.

Use a crystal goblet as an 
im aginative substitute for a con­ 
ventional vase to hold two ro s­ 
es. Cut the ro ses to different 
lengths, and in sert them in a 
tiny needle-point holder which 
was first secured in the bot­ 


tom of the goblet with flor­ 
is ts ’ clay. If possible, use a 
long-stemmed rosebud for the 
taller of the two flowers. Here 
again, additional foliage may be 
inserted to give attractive full­ 
ness to the design. 
Finishing 
touch: 
drop sev­ 
eral clear-glass m arbles into 
the goblet to add further in­ 
tere st and to obscure 
stem 
lines and needle point holder. 
If your are the fortunate re­ 
cipient of one or two dozen 
ro se s— or if you plan to give 
this num ber to a friend— a r­ 
range the flow ers in the plump 
and natural style of the class­ 
ical 
W illiam sburg 
bouquet. 
S tart 
with the tallest center 
blossom , and proceed with grad­ 
ually sh o rter stem s until you 
have achieved a line that is 
rounded, loose, and free. 
F resh green ferns encircling 
the base of the arrangem ent add 
another touch of beauty.

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San Luis Obisbo region retains history 
but resorts to modern accommodations

Such colorful, lyrical names 
as San Luis Obispo de Tolosa 
create part of California’s her­ 
itage, 
carryovers 
from 
the 
Spanish settlements of two cen­ 
turies ago. 
Most familiar, of course, is 
that of America’s third larg­ 
est city, El Pueblo de Nuestra 
Señora a la Reina de Los An­ 
geles. 
Another is Mission San Buen­ 
aventura, an early fishing vil­ 
lage, which now appears on U.S. 
Highway 101 as Ventura. San 
Fernando 
Rey de España is 
shortened to San Fernando. Art­ 
ists and writers long ago re­ 
duced Mission San Carlos Bor- 
romeo de Rio Carmelo to Car­ 
mel. El Parje de Yerba Buena 
is celebrated in song and story 
today as San Francisco. 
How did San Luis Obispo de 
Tolosa get its lilting name? 
It was bestowed by the famous 
pioneering priest, 
Fra. Juni- 
pero Serra, who established a 
mission on the site of an an­ 
cient Indian village in 1772, to 
honor a French saint, Louis, 
Bishop of Toulouse. 
The 
name, now shortened, 
was adopted by the county and 
all the surrounding area with 
its vast grain and livestock 
ranches, many of them original 
grants from Spanish kings. 
It was inevitable that San 
Luis Obispo, one of the oldest 
towns in California, would grow 
into a city, hub of the unspoil­ 
ed central California coast, and 
that it would become a resort 


and recreation center. Its pic­ 
turesque territory includes a 
world of outdoor sports and 
sights to see: the Mission it­ 
self, Hearst Castle, Cambria, 
Morro Rock and Bay, Port San 
Luis, Avila Beach, Shell Beach, 
Pismo Beach, Oceano’s dunes, 
Lopez Lake and many other 
lakes, streams and mountain 
trails. 
T he C ity of San Luis Obis­ 
po itself nestles in a dramatic 
valley of the Santa Lucia Moun­ 
tains, just minutes from the 
ocean. 
As site of California State 
Polytechnic 
College, 
almost 
half its population is made up of 
the more than 12,000 students 
on a 5,000 - acre campus. Cal 
Poly offers educational pro­ 
grams in agriculture and animal 
husbandry, applied arts, ap­ 
plied sciences, architecture, 
engineering and teaching. 
The city’s downtown business 
district deliberately retains the 
atmosphere 
and charm of the 
last century, leaving the age of 
modern speed to nearby 65- 
mile-an-hour superhighway U S 
101 
Many of the buildings, includ­ 
ing the famous Ah Louis Store, 
are now officially State Histor­ 
ical landmarks. This establish­ 
ment belonged originally to an 
illustrious Chinese gentleman 
who, a century ago, contracted 
the coolie labor, which, through 
bitter winter and sweltering 
summers, dug tunnels afftl laid 
track for the first railroad built

from the West Coast to meet 
rail crews from the East. 
After the first transcontinen­ 
tal rail route had been comple­ 
ted, Ah Louis settled down in 
San Luis Obispo and built the 
store that still is run by one 
of his descendants and contin­ 
ues to provide imports and oth­ 
er gift items to tourists and 
local residents. 
San Luis Creek courses down 
a 
ravine between two main 
streets, Higuera and Monterey. 
From the candle shop, or the 
restaurant in an old-time cigar 
factory, or from the Mission 
Mall, lined with Spanish shops, 
or from the gracious arcades 
of Mission San Luis Obispo de 
Tolosa itself, the stream offers 
inviting vistas as it tempts 
small boys to fish, in the very 
heart of town. 
From the city, San Luis Creek 
flows down through the hills, 
across an elegant resort —San 
Luis Bay Inn and Golf Club, 
into San Luis Bay where early 
Spanish explorers enjoyed the 
calm safety of the only harbor 
facing southeastward in this 
part of California. Thanks to 
the protection affored by the 
Santa Lucia Mountains, the Bay 
claims the most enable cli- 
Southland action 


mate on California’s central 
coast. Port San Luis has long 
been a sportsman’s paradise 
with pleasure and commercial 
craft that bring in salmon, alba- 
core, sea basp, sturgeon, rock- 
fish and cod. 


A few miles north along the 
coast, Morro Rock rises from 
the sea, 
a rugged monolith 
guarding Morro Bay, another 
spacious haven for pleasure 
boats and commercial fishing 
vessels. Fifty-foot Tiger’s Fol­ 
ly gives the visitor the rare 
thrill of cruising the harbor and 
coastal waters 
in one of the 
last sternwheelers on the Pa­ 
cific Coast. Prim arily a port, 
Morro Bay has also become 
the Provincetown of the Pacific, 
with numerous art galleries in 
between tackle shops, fishing 
piers andsea-farerestaurants. 
A scenic drive north along the

South is the dealer and has 
a sound opening bid of one spade. 
(East upon hearing this bid, 
looks their hand over again to 
see if it was sorted correctly). 
West passes, North bids 
two 
diamonds, East passes, or bids 
three clubs. South bids two or 
three hearts, depending on the 
action taken by East. If East 
has bid three clubs, West rais­ 
es to four. North bids four dia­ 
monds, East five clubs, 
and 
South bids diamonds. If West 
doubles, all pass, making five 
diamonds doubled. 
The double is not recommend­ 
ed by your 
reporter because 
(1) the hands are obviously dis­ 
tributional and (2) it alerts the 
declarer to where the adverse 
trumps 
are and dictates the 
proper line of play. If West 


does not double five diamonds, 
it is possible that most East 
players will bid six clubs, in- 
tending to sacrifice, and will be 
pleasingly surprised upon mak­ 
ing their contract. 
The actual bids on this hand 
were as follows: six diamonds 
by North, doubled, minus one; 
five diamonds, doubled, making; 
five diamonds, undoubled, mak­ 
ing; six clubs by East, doubled, 
making; 
one 
spade by South, 
down two. South’s partner was 
too point conscious to bid two 
diamonds with the North hand.
